INTRODUCTORY 


ore  than  fifteen  years'  use  of  the  WOVEN  WIRE 
^r^V  MATTRESS  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness  in  Families, 
Hotels,  Insane  Asylums,  Hospitals,  etc.,  where  three  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  HARTFORD  WOVEN  WIRE  MATTRESSES 
are  in  actual  use.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  thousand  are  in 
public  institutions  rendering  complete  satisfaction.  This  form  of 
spring  bed  early  attracted  the  attention  of  medical  experts  as  one 
possessing  the  essential  requirements  of  a  strong,  and  at  the  same 
time,  heathful  bed. 

Dr.  H.  F.  Carriel,  Superintendent  of  the  Illinois  State  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  was  the  first  to  discover 
its  fitness  for  asylum  use  by  placing  a  large  number  in  his  Insti- 
tution, and  to  Dr.  James  Knight,  of  the  Institution  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  of  New  York,  is  due  the  credit 
for  having  first  adopted  it  for  general  hospital  use.

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A  brief  description  of  the  Woven  Wire  Mattress  is  given 
below,  together  with  directions  for  use. 

The  wire  webbing  is  composed  of  spiral  coils,  interlocking  at 
each  revolution  with  the  preceding  formed  coils,  extending  in  the 
longitudinal  direction  of  the  frame,  combined  with  cords  at  inter- 
vals for  additional  strength.  Stretched  on  a  hard  wood  frame  it 
becomes  a  spring-bed  bottom  of  superior  excellence.  The  wire  is 
composed  of  steel,  highly  tempered,  with  a  tinned  surface,  to  secure 
the  necessary  elasticity  and  to  prevent  corrosion  when  exposed  to 
the  atmosphere.     Attention  is  directed  to  plates  1  and  2. 

The  advantages  of  this  form  of  spring  bed  are  that  it  yields 
less  laterally  than  longitudinally,  and  bodies  of  unequal  weight 
may  rest  upon  it  and  never  experience  the  discomfort  of  gravi- 
tating toward  the  center  of  the  bed.  The  elastic  wire  fabric 
conforms  to  the  body,  showing  only  gentle  and  proportionate 
depressions  on  its  surface.  Composed  of  metal,  it  affords  no  oppor- 
tunity to  become  infected  with  impurities  arising  from  the  body, 
nor  for  the  lodgment  of  fibrous  matter  and  harboring  of  vermin. 
And  to  these  facts  its  popularity  as  a  sleeping  arrangement  is 
attributed,  together  with  the  fact  that  it  conduces  to  health,  com- 
fort and  convenience. 

For  private  or  hospital  use  this  bed  is  not  only  healthful  but 
economical.     In    the    dormitories  of   public    institutions  with    the 
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modern  conveniences  for  heating,  one  or  two  thicknesses  of  blankets 
are  sufficient  for  the  covering  mattress  to  form  a  comfortable, 
healthful  and  economical  bed.  No  disinfectants  are  required,  as 
the  light  covering  mattresses  can  be  removed  for  cleansing  when 
necessary,  and  replaced  in  a  clean  condition.  This  advantage,  with 
the  facility  for  the  circulation  of  air  through  the  uniformly  open 
wire  fabric,  secures  a  pure  and  healthful  bed  at  all  times.  For 
private  use,  a  very  thin  curled  hair  mattress  forms  a  comfortable 
and  inexpensive  bed. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  pages  containing  illustra- 
tions and  price-list  of  the  various  styles  of  Woven  Wire  Mattresses 
with  CAST-IRON,  WROUGHT-IRON,  and  BRASS  BED- 
STEADS, all  having  the  woven  wire  for  the  support  of  the  bed- 
ding, made  for  Hospital,  Asylum  and  general  use.  These  are 
adapted  to  all  climates,  more  especially  to  warm  climates,  as  they 
combine  all  the  requisites  to  a  perfect  sleeping  arrangement.  Dur- 
ing the  present  year  we  have  added  to  our  extensive  list  of 
bedsteads  a  number  of  elegant  BRASS  BEDSTEADS  to  meet 
a    demand    for  this    class    of    goods. 

Serious  objections  have  heretofore  been  uttered  against  brass 
bedsteads  when  the  spring-bed  had  to  be  placed  on  the  top  of  the 
support  of  the  bedding,  which  formed  a  cumbersome  and  expen- 
sive   contrivance   when   completed.     To    overcome   this    objection 


we  have  devised  a  simple  means  to  connect  the  wire  mattress  frame 
with  the  head  and  foot  parts  of  the  bedstead,  and  thus  discard 
the  ordinary  heavy  iron  side-rails  and  iron  straps,  forming 
the  bedding  support.  See  cuts  22,  23  and  24,  Brass  Bedsteads. 
This  Company's  STANDARD  quality  of  mattresses,  used 
also  in  connection  with  our  iron  and  brass  bedsteads,  are 
made  of  the  Patented  form  of  weaving  shown  in  Plate  1.

We  desire  to  correct  a  misapprehension  formed  by  many 
in  regard  to  the  adjusting  device  attached  to  the  Hartford 
Woven  Wire  Mattresses.  The  object  is  to  provide  a  means 
for  tightening  and  relaxing  the  strain  of  the  wire  to  any  de- 
sired   condition,  and    not,  as    is    supposed,  to    overcome    sagging. 

The  public  are  requested  to  communicate  direct  with  this 
Company  for  catalogues  and  price  lists,  when  they  are  unable 
to  obtain  the  '-'HARTFORD"  WOVEN  WIRE  MATTRESS 
from  furniture  dealers  in  their  immediate  towns.  All  such  com- 
munications   will    receive    careful    and    prompt    attention. 


For  shipment  to  remote  points  these  goods  are  packed  in 
parts,  termed  "Knock-Down,"  which  reduces  the  bulk  to  less 
than  one  quarter  of  the  space  occupied  when  set  up.  A  large 
saving  of  freight  charges,  and  injury  to  the  mattress  in  trans- 
portation is  thus  avoided.  Simple  instructions  for  setting  up 
accompanies  knock-down  shipments,  so  that  persons  of  ordinary 
mechanical  skill  can  readily  place  the  parts  in  their  proper  places. 

Improved  means  for  putting  the  mattress  parts  together 
will  be  furnished  if  desired,  for  a  very  moderate  price.  With 
the  latter  appliance  the  parts  are  put  together  in  a  complete 
condition    in    eight   minutes. 

The  bed  bottom  called  the  "Champion" — illustrated  a  few 
pages  on — is  the  most  perfect  bed  of  its  kind  of  helical 
suspension  beds  yet  put  upon  the  market.  It  may  be  sent 
in  the  "Knock-Down."  occupying  only  2£  cubic  feet  of 
space;  is  elastic,  durable  and  comfortable.  No  sagging 
or  rolling  to  center  on  this  bed.  Shipped  as  third-class 
freight.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  WOVEN  WIRE  FABRICS. 


Plate  1  represents  the  form  of  weave  in  fabrics  used 
for  our  STANDARD  or  BEST  MATTRESSES.  The  spiral 
wires  are  placed  in  single  contact  with  each  other  at  the 
points  of  intersection.  In  this  form  of  weh  less  friction 
exists,  and  greater  elasticity  is  obtained.  The  closeness  of  the 
web,  relieved  at  intervals  of  five  inches  by  strong  and  hand- 
some cords,  forms  a  more  substantial  and  elastic  spring  bot- 
tom, containing  a  greater  quantity  of  wire  than  any  other 
form    of   weaving. 

Plate  2  represents  a  form  of  weave  with  a  diminished 
quantity  of  wire,  used  in  fabrics  for  cheap  or  Second  Grade 
Mattresses.  The  spiral  coils  in  this  form  are  placed  in  con- 
tact with  each  other  the  entire  length  of  the  bed-bottom. 
This,  added  to  the  increased  contact  at  the  points  of  intersec- 
tion, forms  a  rigid  fabric,  which  renders  it  less  elastic  than 
plate    1    form.

Many  persons,  and  a  few  dealers,  who  have  seen  the  National 
Wire  Mattress  advertised,  have  been  uncertain  wherein  it  differed 
from  the  regular  Woven  Wire  Mattress.  In  order  to  explain  the 
improvement  more  fully,  an  enlarged  representation  has  been  made, 
by  which  at  a  glance,  the  advantages  of  the  National  can  be  seen. 
The  Round  Corner  has  proved  very  popular,  as  b^ing  adapted  to 
the  present  style  of  bedsteads. 

The  chief  advantage  is,  however,  that  the  taste  of  the  buyer 
and  user  can  be  exactly  suited  by  changing  the  tension.  This  is 
readily  done  by  applying  a  Wrench  represented,  to  the  heads  of 
the  bolts,  and  screwing  them  one  at  a  time,  either  up  or  back,  ac- 
cording as  a  hard  or  easy  bed  is  desired.  These  bolts  turn  very 
easily  with  one  hand,  and  the  arrangement  for  thus  tightening  or 
loosening  the  fabric  is  believed  to  be  the  most  simple  and  at  the 
same  time  effective  device  that  can  be  invented. 

The  public  are  cautioned  against  another  article  of  nearly  the 
same  name,  which  has  small  resemblance  to,  and  little  of  the  merit 
of,  our  Perfect  National  Wire  Mattress.
